“Died from inju ries receiv ed throu gh 
a bu ll accidentally kneeling on his 
chest” 
The consideration sbow’n for the feel­ 
ings of the bu ll is a fine tou ch and 
su ggests grav e qu estions on the moral 
responsibility of the lower animals. 
Again, a man is stated to hav e “died 
from the effects of inju ries receiv ed 
after being ru n ov er by a railway 
train in motion owing to a misu nder­ 
standing between deceased and an 
engine driv er.” This description of a 
rather ordinary railway casu alty is ex ­ 
cellent—London Ex press.

The French academy is one of the 
fiv e academies and the most eminent 
constitu ting the Institu te of France.

It meets twice weekly and is 
the highest au thority on ev ery thing 
pertaining to the niceties of the French 
langu age—to grammar, rhetoric and 
poetry and the pu blication of the 
French classics.” The chief officer is 
the secretary , who has a life tenu re of 
his position.
